The Racing Scene: Fall Plans 

By Don Reed 


Developments on the actual racing 
front and off stage among those responsi¬ 
ble for the conduct of the sport enlivened 
the month of September in Maryland and 
led to the belief that at long last authorities 
are finally on the trail of ways and means 
to stamp out the evils which have caused 
so much confusion in recent reasons. 

Unfortunately, the steps leading to the 
solution of the turf’s problems were pre¬ 
ceded by another outbreak of stimulation 
cases and then the Racing Commission, 
after a lengthy hearing, took action which 
might just as easily have been taken with¬ 
out calling anyone into session. 

Highlight of the actual scene was the 
fact that during the 10-day meeting at 
Timonium, rumors of wholesale stimulat¬ 
ing were rampant and as a result, many 
trainers requested stewards for pre-race 
tests. This was the first time such action 
had been taken in the State and curiously 
enough, according to reports, of 56 horses 
tested, 11 showed presence of some form 
of stimulant. 

Following this "spree,” the Commis¬ 
sion’s hearing resulted in a program which 
provided pre-race biological tests for horses 
at the request of any trainer and an amend¬ 
ment of the corrupt practices rule to pro¬ 
vide that a trainer whose horse takes a pre¬ 
race test and that test proves positive, be not 
subject to penalties as would be a trainer 
whose horse is tested after a race and found 
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positive. This, of course, was predicated on 
the fact that if a pre-race test were positive, 
the horse would be scratched. 

The affair at Timonium was so unusual 
that both the "pros” and the "cons” in the 
stimulation discussions were puzzled. Since 
there had been no stimulation cases during 
the Hagerstown and Cumberland meet¬ 
ings, the sudden outbreak at Timonium 
was unexpected to say the least. Then the 
fact that trainers themselves feared for their 
horses and wanted the protection of pre¬ 
race tests was unusual. 

Another unusual factor in the case was 
that at least one horse, found positive in a 
pre-race test early in the meeting, was en¬ 
tered again four days later and again found 
positive. It just didn’t make sense that any 
trainer would stimulate a horse twice in 
succession and ask for pre-race tests which 
would show up that stimulant. 

So serious was the situation regarded, 
that additional help from the Turf Protec¬ 
tive Bureau was requested by TimoniunTs 
management and Spencer Drayton himself 
came to Timonium to take charge of the 
investigation. At this writing no results of 
that probe had been announced, but there 
was belief in well informed racing circles 
that the turf’s FBI would come up with 
some facts shortly and very likely with 
some suspects in the case. 

Members of the Racing Commission 
were not present when trainers first asked 
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for pre-race tests and the three stewards at 
Timonium, Wilmer Brinton, George 
Brown and Joseph Flanagan took it upon 
themselves to give the conditioners this pro¬ 
tection. Because of this, the Commission 
felt a public discussion of pre-race tests 
might prove helpful. Invited to attend were 
prominent owners, trainers, track opera¬ 
tors and the Commission’s staff of men who 
have been handling both biological and 
chemical tests for stimulants. 

Many ideas were provided during the 
meeting but the trainers present, being 
most affected by any change in rules, were 
practically unanimous in a request that the 
pre-race tests be inaugurated on a voluntary 
basis rather than as a part of the rules of 
racing. Chief objection to making a pre¬ 
race test compulsory seemed to be that the 
trainers did not feel that the so-called 
mouse test was infallible in its findings and 
that the Commission would not grant any 
immunity to trainers who submitted their 
horses to pre-race tests, which if negative, 
were followed by placing the horse in the 
receiving barn for two hours prior to the 
race in which the animal was entered. 

Dr. John Muench, professor of phar¬ 
macology at the Temple University headed 
the Commission’s group of scientists de¬ 
fending the mouse test. Dr. Muench testi¬ 
fied that in some 20,000 cases since he be¬ 
gan experiments for the Federal Narcotic 
Bureau, the tests had proven accurate so 
that they might be regarded "as certain as 
that the sun will rise in the east tomorrow.” 

However, in opposition to this claim, 
Henry A. Parr, 3rd, president of Pimlico 
and John M. Gaver, president of the 
American Trainers Association, pointed 
to a report from the New York Racing 
Commission showing that the mouse test 
had been dropped after two months of tests 
because it was not considered accurate 
enough. 

Gaver also made it clear to the assem¬ 
blage that the trainers association is vitally 
interested in anything for the welfare of 
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the sport, but on a national scale rather 
than in any one state. He said his members 
raced everywhere and that it was hardly 
fair to them to have one set of rules in 
Maryland, another set in California and 
still others in other states. 

H. L. Straus, president of Tropical Park 
and an owner-breeder, defended the Com¬ 
mission’s efforts. He expressed the view 
that while the mouse test might not be in¬ 
fallible, it at least had been accurate enough 
to point out many instances of stimulation 
and he also recommended highly the use 
of the receiving barn, as narrowing down 
the time and the opportunity for stimula¬ 
tion of horses by outsiders. 

Other speakers included John Manfuso, 
Washington owner, who questioned the 
legality of evidence in stimulation cases; 
Dan Chappell, attorney for the Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Association who 
wanted horsemen absolved from responsi¬ 
bility if they placed their horses in the re¬ 
ceiving barn and Harry Anslinger, head of 
the Narcotics Bureau, who urged that the 
mouse test be given a fair trial before being 
discarded. 

A day after the meeting, the Commis¬ 
sion announced that it would enlarge its 
staff of men handling both mouse and 
chemical tests, to be prepared for any re¬ 
quests by trainers wanting pre-race tests 
made when they suspected outsiders to have 
tampered with their horses. The Commis¬ 
sion also made it clear that pre-race tests 
were to be entirely voluntary and that no 
one would be forced to take them. 

Altered plans marked the racing scene 
just prior to the opening of the fall season 
at Laurel when a boycott of Maryland rac¬ 
ing by members of the Horsemen’s Benevo¬ 
lent and Protective Association was averted 
through a change in the rules of the Com¬ 
mission. 

At a meeting held in Atlantic City on 
Thursday, Sept. 26, the H.B.P.A. group 
voted not to race in Maryland if the receiv¬ 
ing barn was used in the same manner in 
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which it operated during the spring meet¬ 
ings. Also voiced at the same meeting was 
a protest against the so-called mouse test 
for horses to determine whether or not they 
were stimulated. 

The horsemen felt that Maryland’s rule 
providing that each horse be compelled to 
remain in the receiving barn for two hours 
prior to the race in which entered was not 
fair to them unless trainers were relieved of 
the responsibility by placing their charges 
in this barn. 

With the Laurel meeting scheduled less 
than a week following this meeting in At¬ 
lantic City, the H.B.P.A. sent a notice to the 
Commission of its intent to avoid racing 
in the State. As a result, a delegation from 
the horsemen then called on the Commis¬ 
sion on Monday, Sept. 30 to explain the 
stand taken and ask that the Commission’s 
rules be changed. 

Following a public meeting, attended by 
some 150 interested persons, and then an 
executive session between a small commit¬ 
tee of horsemen and the Commission, a 
compromise agreement was reached which 
withdrew the threat to Laurel’s opening. 

It was decided that the biological 
(mouse) test prior to the race be made 
mandatory, along with placing hourses in 
the receiving barn. But the Commission, 
which previously had steadfastly declined 


to take over any responsibility usually 
placed upon trainers, suddenly switched 
and agreed to assume responsibility for the 
horses once they reach the receiving barn. 

The plan is to have a staff of 48 men 
available, one to constantly guard each 
horse from receiving barn, to paddock and 
onto the track. The 48 total was reached 
by virtue of the 12-horse fields in most races 
and the fact that each man will be able to 
handle only two horses per afternoon, be¬ 
cause of the two-hour trick in the receiving 
barn. 

Before the H.B.P.A. took its "boycott” 
action at Atlantic City, another move had 
been made for consolidation of the horse¬ 
men’s front. Members of the Maryland 
Horsemen’s Protective Association had 
voted to join the national H.B.P.A. and to 
all intents and purposes, the old Maryland 
organization was part of the national group 
at the time of the comprorr : se, although the 
actual shifting of the charter and other de¬ 
tails of the joining up had not been com¬ 
pleted. 

Meanwhile on the other side of the pic¬ 
ture in Maryland there was some good 
news for the loyal followers of King 
Thoroughbred. The Maryland Breeders 
Stakes Series, which begins next year with 
races at Pimlico, Havre de Grace and Bowie 
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One of the well-filled group classes in the Pony Breeding Show at Timonium. 
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and in 1948 will include a race at Laurel, 
drew 137 nominations on the occasion of 
its first closing, September 16. 

For Maryland-bred two-year-olds, the 
series is expected to develop into a set of 
keen contests which each year may deter¬ 
mine the State championship in this divi¬ 
sion. 

The turnout of 137 nominations was an 
excellent total for it was more than 50 
more than the number nominated to the 
1947 Maryland Futurity at Laurel, for 
which eligibility conditions are approxi¬ 
mately the same. The Futurity, incidental¬ 
ly, will have its final running next season 
and then be dropped in favor of the fourth 
race of the new series. 

Joseph F. Flanagan, president of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association and 
Humphrey S. Finney, field secretary of that 
organization, were both highly pleased by 
the response of horsemen and are looking 
forward to the first offerings next spring. 

At Laurel, too, the news was good. Some 
fears had been expressed that opposition 
from New Jersey tracks might reduce the 
quantity and quality of the performers 
available for the 25-day meeting opening 
October 2. 

But when the nominations to the stakes 
had been checked, they not only were 
plentiful but they included such starts as 
Armed, Assault, Polynesian, Eternal Re¬ 
ward, Pavot, Mahout, Rouge Dragon and 
others who had written interesting pages 
into the turf’s history during the spring and 
summer months.

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Thoroughbred Bloodlines 

From Camden, South Carolina, where 
he now lives, we have received from author 
John F. Wall a copy of the latest edition of 
his valuable reference work, T horoughbred 
Bloodlines. It is almost fifteen years ago since 
we first became acquainted with this book, 
then in its formative stage, as Col. Wall, who 
was on active duty at the time, was engaged 
in the great task of research that culminated 
in the publication of Thoroughbred Blood¬ 
lines in 1935. No one knows the immense 
task the author faced in preparing this work, 
unique for America. Some were sceptical 
of its value at first, yet two editions have 
been completely sold out and the latest one 
is already well on its way with a huge back¬ 
log of early pre-publication orders to fill. 

The first edition of the work appeared in 
two volumes, one of text, in ordinary octavo 
form, the other a large book of tables trac- 
ing the descent of the prominent male lines 
of the Thoroughbred from the early days 
up to the present. Charts of mare lines were 
also included. A revised edition appeared 
some four or five years after the first appear¬ 
ance of the books, and now the entire work 
has been revised, brought up to date, and 
condensed into one volume of atlas-folio 
dimensions. This is a considerable improve¬ 
ment on former editions, inasmuch as all 
material is readily accessible in one volume, 
and errors have been corrected. The type 
style, illustrations and general make-up of 
the current edition of Thoroughbred Blood¬ 
lines make it an attractive volume in ap¬ 
pearance, while the material in it will be 
found to have both interest and value to 
the student of the Thoroughbred.

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Timonium Reopens 

The tune of flying racehorses’ feet, jin¬ 
gling mutuel machines, big crowds and fine 
weather, not to speak of a great array of 
agricultural products, including livestock, 
the first post-war Timonium State Fair 
opened Labor Day, closing its gates ten 
days later on one of the most successful 
fairs of Timonium’s long history. 

The draft horses were not heavily en¬ 
tered, as far as numbers went, but they 
made up in quality what they lacked in 
quantity. Most of the entries were owned 
in the state and reflected the improve¬ 
ment in the pure-bred draft stock that is 
still being raised in Maryland. In the Per- 
cherons, judged by Harvey Hoewischer, 
Masten Long of Thurmont took the stallion 
Grand Championship on the aged Etudiant, 
Jr., with Warren Howes, of Gaithersburg, 
taking Reserve on his two-year-old Brile- 
tude. Of the mares Billy Page, of Buckeys- 
town took Grand and Reserve Champion¬ 
ships with Norvin’s Little Eva, a four-year- 
old, and the yearling Topsy’s Susanne. 

In the stallion classes of the Belgian 
breed the young horses took highest hon¬ 
ours, with H. C. Thompson & Sons, of Hills¬ 
boro, Va., getting the Grand Championship 
with the two-year-old Duke de Malmaison 
over the yearling Valsem of Atlanta Hall, 
shown by Mrs. E. S. Voss of Monkton. This 
exhibitor made a clean sweep in the mare 
chamnionships when her Etta de Vollezelle 
earned the chief award at the expense of 
her own daughter, the Junior Champion 
Loretta. Harvey Hoewischer again was the 
Judge. 

Clydesdales were exhibited by the Belair 
Farm of William Woodward, at Bowie, and 
Shirley & Son’s Chartley Farm, at Reisters- 
town. Belair won the stallion award with 
Eden E. at the expense of Chartley’s Chart- 
ley Prince Charlie, the winner of the junior 
award. Belair took both mare awards with 
Eelair Dorothy Dix and Belair Fragrance. 
Andrew Montgomery, of Orange, Virginia 
judged the Clydesdales. 
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Suffolks made a good showing at Tim¬ 
onium, with Herschel H. Allen taking the 
Grand Championship on the International 
winner Boxted Confider, with Bennett 
Crain’s Seaman of Morston Reserve. A 
Virginia entry, Mr. and Mrs. Ralph H. 
Matthiessen’s Flixston Beatrice was at the 
top among the mares, reserve going to L. 
B. Wescott’s Mulhocaway Eight Bells. 
Humphrey S. Finney served as Judge of the 
Suffolk breed. 

The Pulling Contest was a great attrac¬ 
tion, with the light teams, of which there 
were nine, pulling on the Wednesday night 
and seventeen teams coming out on the 
Thursday night for the greatest contest yet 
staged in Maryland. The winning heavy 
team, owned by J. H. Eccles, of Pennsyl¬ 
vania, whose photographs are here shown, 
all but set a new state record, missing pull¬ 
ing the required distance of 27 V 2 feet by a 
short distance only. They pulled 3100 lbs. 
on the machine, or an equivalent of about 
twenty tons, to win the contest. Nutwell 
Bros., of Harwood, Anne Arundel County, 
had the winning light team. A large crowd 
was out each night to see the contest and 
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The 4325 lb. pair of Percherons owned by J. H. 
Eccles, which won the heavy division of 77- 
monium’s well attended night Pulling Contest . 
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loud was the applause as each team finished 
its stint. 

Of the events of the second week, high- 
lighted by the Breeders’ S h o w, the 
Thoroughbred classes were outstanding, 
with the Pony Breeding Show a close sec¬ 
ond in interest. Both Col. Fred L. Hamil¬ 
ton, who handled the Thoroughbreds, and 
A. Mackay Smith, who judged the Half- 
breds and Ponies, did an excellent, pains¬ 
taking job, giving excellent reasons for 
their platings over the P. A. system. This 
educational feature of the show is always 
popular with the ringside judges, whose 
views do not always entirely concur with 
those of the man in the ring, who is in a 
position to see a lot more of what goes on. 

The Colonel laid great stress on sound¬ 
ness and good, free, square action, having 
all exhibits walked and trotted away from 
him and back to him so that he could prop¬ 
erly observe their action. He picked a Phara- 
nor yearling filly as his top in her class, 
thereby duplicating the selection of Preston 
M. Burch at Pimlico this Spring, who 
put the Williams filly on top also. Rigan 
McKinney’s big, flashy War Dog colt was 
an easy winner in the colt class. The brood¬ 
mares were a grand lot. Plenty of mares and 
plenty of class evident. Here Sagamore 
Farm had the blue ribbon winner, a beauti¬ 
fully turned gray by * Bahrain, Bukhara 
II, who was bought in Ireland as a yearling 
by Alfred Vanderbilt before the war. It was 
a close decision over two mares owned by 
the Bedfords, of Fallston, both of which 
were daughters of Scheherazade whose pro¬ 
duce have always done well at the shows. 

A colt by * Abbe Pierre, whose foals 
show a lot of promise, won his class for Ray 
Bryson over a Count Morse colt of L. H. 
Burton’s. Peach Bros.’ filly foal by Ginobi, 
from Upperville, Va., beat another Count 
Morse, owned by Dr. Ensor. In the stallion 
class Mrs. P. DaLee Watts’ Golden Vein, 
who had won at the Breeders’ Show in 1932 
as a yearling, again won his class, beating 
Morgil and Chilly Beau.

Alexander Mackay Smith, who judged 
the pony and half-bred sections of the 
Breeders' Show, recorded some of his im¬ 
pressions in The Chronicle, of which he is 
Associate Editor. We reprint excerpts of 
Mr. Smith’s thoughts: 

If you have ever seen a copy of " Horse and Hound” 
or Our Dogs” —and if you haven’t you definitely 
should—you will be familiar with the fact that in 
England judges of horse and dog shows frequently 
commit their impressions both to paper and print. 
Properly done, as it usually is, the judge’s ideas can be 
most helpful to exhibitors and breeders. 

Thoroughbred breeding classes were judged on Mon¬ 
day, September 9th. by Col. Fred L. Hamilton, Chief 
of the Army Remount Service. Not being present I 
can only say that the talk among exhibitors next day 
was highly favorable to the way he placed them, as 
indeed it should have been. Col. Hamilton is one of 
the most capable horsemen in the country and obvious¬ 
ly has no axes to grind. 

Half-bred classes, on which I began next day, were 
for mares, foals, yearlings, 2-year-olds, and 3 and 4- 
year-olds combined. The committee did well to fill 
all classes as it is most difficult to get together a good 
group of half-bred-hunter prospects in the ring today. 
For one thing not many are being bred; as long as the 
unprecedented demand for racing stock keeps up, prac¬ 
tically anything with papers will bring better than 
hunter prices. For another the demand for hunters is 
also at an all time high and a good prospect will sell 
just about as well at home as at the ringside. 

Peach Brothers of Upperville, Virginia took home 
major honors winning the broodmare, yearling and 2- 
year-old division and the championship with the chest¬ 
nut yearling filly Annobi by Ginobi out of Ann Du¬ 
vall, the grand old mare that has produced so many 
winners for her owners. Dick Peach, senior member 
of the firm, led another colt, Spanish Boy, in this class 
and took a good deal of ribbing from his brother 
when the latter led out the winner. Annobi is not quite 
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as big as the other colt, but is beautifully balanced and 
a grand mover. 

John T. Sadler won the foal class with a well made

took the 3 and 4-year-old division with a mare of the 
same color that moves exceptionally well. 

This is the first year that a show for pony breeding 
ock has been held at Timonium. It was for that 
teason doubJy interesting as all types of ponies were 
exhibited. Over the microphone I pointed out that a 
fudge s opinions were just that and nothing more- that 
another man might feel entirely differently, but since 
he exhibitors had brought their ponies to the show in 
order to learn my opinion, they should not complain if 
u happened to differ from their own. 

I also explained that the world over, ponies were 
red for many varying purposes, for riding, driving, 
r mg on farms, hauling mine cars, carrying packs 
and many other things; that I personally was looking 
or ponies of riding type in making my awards, the 
*ype most in demand in the east; and that owners of 
Pomes of other types should therefore realize why 
their animals were net placed.

Hey Nonme out of the imported mare Fairing and 
Pamela. There were some excellent larger foals out 
of mares Thoroughbred or nearly so, but in a show of 
pony breeding stock it is this judge’s opinion that em¬ 
phasis should be placed on pony breeding stock, so 
that the purebreds took the ribbons. 

The get of *Hey Nonnie took the get of sire class 
and the offspring of the Shetland mare Nina of Lin- 
wood the produce of dam class. The championship 
went to the colt foal out of * Pamela which the Mc¬ 
Donogh School should certainly keep entire. He might 
travel a little wide behind, but otherwise he is very 
much the model of a child’s riding pony, narrow with 
a quality head well attached to a long neck that comes 
out of good sloping shoulders and sharp withers—the 
kind of animal that Maryland breeders will do well to 
keep on producing.

The Crop Reporting Board of the United 
tates Department of Agriculture has the 
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most complete, accurate information avail¬ 
able on such supplies. We therefore quote, 
for your benefit, some excerpts from their 
crop report released September 10th, re¬ 
ceived by our office September 16th. 

Oats 

As of September 1, 1946 
An oats crop second only to the record-breaking 
1945 production is indicated for 1946. The current 
estimate of 1,520 million bushels is only 2 percent be¬ 
low the 1,548 million bushels harvested last year and 
is over a third larger than the 1935-44 average of 1,129 
million bushels. 

In the 12 North Central States which have 79 per¬ 
cent of the U. S. average, yields well above average 
are being realized except in North Dakota where 
rainfall was short in July and August. Total produc- 
non estimated for these 12 states alone amounts to 
1,255 million bushels, or 83 percent of the nations 
estimated 1946 total production. Yields per acre range 
from 26 bushels in North Dakota to the season’s high¬ 
est yield of 45 bushels in Ohio and Michigan. For the 
United States as a whole the average yield per acre 
of 35.3 bushels has been exceeded only four times in 
81 years of record. Only in 1921 and 1925 has the 
current oats acreage been exceeded.” 

Prices, carload lots for immediate deliv¬ 
ery, No. 2 white oats, cash 81 cents per 
bushel: for November delivery 74 cents 
per bushel: for next March delivery 71% 
cents per bushel. Prices are therefore tend¬ 
ing downward. Buyers who use oats in car¬ 
load lots can purchase them at prices men¬ 
tioned, through any members of the Chi¬ 
cago Board of Trade. Above future quota¬ 
tions were furnished by Bridge and Leon¬ 
ard. 

Hay 

As of September 1, 1946 

"Present indications are for a crop of 96 million 
tons, of which 32 million tons are clover-timothy, 30

million are alfalfa and more than 11 million are wild 
hay. Nearly 105 million tons of hay of all kinds were 
harvested in 1945, but the 1935-44 average was only 
91 million. 

This year s total hay crop is less than average in 
most far Western States but is near or above average 
in the tier of Plains States from South Dakota to Texas, 
inclusive, as well as in Montana, Missouri and most 
of the cotton belt. Production above average is indi¬ 
cated, also, in most of the northeastern part of the 
country, but the hay crop is less than average from 
North Dakota to Illinois and Michigan, inclusive. 

"The wild hay crop is smaller than a year ago in 
nearly all important states, but is larger than average 
in most of the Plains States except Kansas. The clover- 
timothy hay crop is larger than the 10-year average in 
all important states except Washington. Alfalfa hay 
production is expected to be below average in Mich- 
igan, Wisconsin, Iowa, and Minnesota by approximate¬ 
ly half a million tons each, and to a lesser extent in 
Colorado, Idaho, Oregon, Utah, Wyoming, Ohio, and 
Indiana. In most other states alfalfa production is 
expected to be greater than average.” 

Prices, also quoted by Bridge and Leon- 
are: Carload lots, Chicago on September 
16th, No. 1 mixed clover and timothy— 
$23.50 per ton; No. 2 mixed clover and 
timothy—$21.50 to $22.50 per ton; al¬ 
falfa, top western $33.00 to $35.00 per 
ton; second and third cutting, local states 
$30.00 to $33.00 per ton. 

Bridge and Leonard, of the Chicago 
Board of Trade, who probably handle as 
much hay as any hay merchants or brokers 
in the United States, report that quality 
of hay averages better than in 1945. 

All experienced horsemen know that the 
very best hay—No. 1 grades—is the only 
kind to buy for horses. 

Future markets do not exist on hay, and 
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your guess on what it will cost in January 
or next March, is as good as ours.

If you grow oats, by all means try to 
secure, soon, the blight resistant varieties 
Clinton, Benton, Mindo, Bonda, Eaton 
or Marion, preferably in the order named. 
Other varieties not resistant to the latest 
blight and foot rot, yielded from 30 to 49 
bushels in Iowa in 1946, while Clinton seed 
produced 88 bushels per acre, according to 
Dr. H. C. Murphy of the Iowa Experiment 
Station. 


If you want these, you can probably get 
them through the certified seed associations 
in Iowa, Illinois, Michigan and possibly a 
few other states. Write the Iowa Experi¬ 
ment Station, Ames, Iowa, for addresses of 
certified seed associations having Clinton 
seed oats for sale.

A. Johnson, President of the Maryland 
Horsemen’s Protective Association an¬ 
nounced the results of the membership vote 
regarding the merger of our association 
with the National Horsemen’s Benevolent 
and Protective Association.

Hundred Mile Ride 

August 29-31 the Editor spent at Wood- 
stock, Vermont, serving as one of the three 
judges of the Green Mountain Horse 
Assn.’s 11th annual Hundred Mile Ride, 
held in the lovely riding country around 
Woodstock. This year there were some 58 
starters in the ride, 52 of which finished in 
the required period of time allowed. The 
ride is divided into 40 miles each the 
first two days, 20 miles the third day. 

The horses used in the ride were of all 
types, with the Morgan and near-Morgan 
predominating, as is natural in a Morgan 
country like Vermont. The Thoroughbreds 
were very few in number this year. Winner 
of the heavyweight division was a well 
built, wonderfully well conditioned chest¬ 
nut Morgan stallion, Lippitt Morman, 
trained, owned and ridden by Wilfrid Le- 
Boeuf, of Montreal. A real good sort of 
half-bred, owned and ridden by Bob Feeley, 
of Essex Junction, Vt., placed second. An¬ 
other very nice half-bred, Cy Newbegin’s 
Betty Turkey Track, from Danvers, Mass., 
ridden by Miss Mary Kinsella, won the 
lightweight division of the ride, beating a 
fair Thoroughbred in Miss Betty Wolfe’s 
Bag o’ Peanut, by *Soult, which was ridden 
and trained by the owner and came from 
Montreal. 

The really delightful weather helped the 
horses and riders no little. As the ride is 
judged solely on condition, and so many 
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horses came in as well as they did, the judg¬ 
ing task, shared in with "Big Ed” Bateman 
of Texas, and Earl Kranz, of Middlebury, 
was not simple. The juniors, too, brought 
rheir horses in in fine fettle. Young Tommy 
Harvey, of Radnor, Pa., took this section, 
over Amy Lovell, of Pomfret, Vt. Sole 
Maryland entry was Betty Lee Fisher, of 
Baltimore, who rode a horse for Doris M. 
Eddy, of Middlebury, Vt. 

Roy Hall, a fine horseman from Read- 
ing, Vt., performed the amazing feat of 
finishing fourth on a two-year-old, a Bel¬ 
gian-Thoroughbred cross. 

Dr. Earle Johnson, of Rutland, Vt., did 
his usual splendid job of organizing the 
ride, which is no mean task in itself. The 
erudite veterinarian, Dr. Charlie Baker, of 
Montreal, was another official who added 
greatly to the enjoyment of the ride. The 
tireless and skilled Recorder, Dr. Ray Fes¬ 
senden, was ever alert to see that the rules 
and regulations were followed to the letter. 

The 1946 ride was a truly sporting af¬ 
fair. Nowhere does one see evidence of bet¬ 
ter sportsmanship by the riders. There were 
many good horses, and others that were 
helped by the good weather. Each year old 
riders come back, and new riders appear. 
Many try the course who are not themselves 
fit, or who have failed to properly fit their 
horses. The hundred mile ride is not for 
the unfit, but it is a real test of the rider’s 
ability to take care of himself and his horse 
over a period of time and under tough cir- 
cumstances. 

Post-Season Invitation Show 

The final show of the Maryland season 
will be the so-called Post Season Invita¬ 
tion Show and Hunt Races, which will be 
held at McDonogh School, Saturday, Octo¬ 
ber 26, with the series of events commenc¬ 
ing at 11:00 a.m. There will be a horse 
show, with the six highest point winning 
horses in each division invited to partici¬ 
pate, as well as the riders who won Gittings 
Classes throughout the year.

7. SIZE. Minimum height at shoulder 
—22 inches; maximum—28 inches. 

8. WEIGHT. Minimum—Sixty (60) 
pounds; maximum—Ninety (90) pounds. 

9. SEX. Male.

Mr. and Mrs. George Mueller’s grand¬ 
jumping Ballela won the hunter champion¬ 
ship of the Maryland Foxhunters Associa¬ 
tion Horse Show on Labor Day, September

Springs. Ballela, ridden by Lanier Drake, 
won the working hunters and bowed to 
Tony Auth’s Exmass in the Corinthian to 
top the point score.

Maryland Hunter Show 

Still a champion at 12, Dr. and Mrs. J. 
Wesley Edel s handsome Grey Simon won 
the conformation tri-color of the Maryland 
Hunter Show at the picturesque Worthing¬ 
ton Valley show grounds Sept. 6-8 and also 
was reserve champion in the Maryland di¬ 
vision. Coincidentally, there was only one 
championship winner in all five hunter¬ 
breeding sections that was not Maryland- 
owned; Morton W. "Cappy” Smith brought 
Ins Bill’s Star from Middleburg, Va., to win 
the green hunter crown and also to be 
named the breeding division champion. 

Clean Sweep, Preston Freeland’s flashy 
chestnut, was reserve conformation cham¬ 
pion to the Edel entry for his Baltimore 
owner. Grey Simon, Maryland champion 
of the show in 1945, this year, was turned 
back for that award by Mahlon Haines’ 
smooth-as-a-ribbon Captain Fritz, who was 
sold in mid-show to Fred Pinch, of Mont- 
chanin, Del. 

The working hunters brought out a 
dark horse champion in both senses of 
the word—Mrs. Lee Counselman’s reliable 
Kristi, a dark-brown homebred from Mont¬ 
gomery County. Kristi was ridden by Mrs. 
Counselman’s daughter-in-law, Mrs. Rob¬ 
ert Day. Reserve went to Mrs. Arline D. 
Brooks’ mannerly bay, Bugler, a big 7-year- 
old with Betty Bosley doing the riding. 
Robert Crosby s Tradition, from Cockeys- 
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ville, was reserve green hunter winner be¬ 
hind Bill’s Star, among a topnotch field of 
entrants. 

In the jumper division, both awards went 
outside of Maryland. Lieut. Comdr. Alex¬ 
ander Rives’ Chamorro, piloted by Cappy 
Smith, piled up sufficient points to earn the 
title over the ’44 champion, Otis Dodson’s 
Cannabis. 

Here’s the day-by-day story of the show, 
most successful of its brief 4-year history: 

Friday 

A beautifully manicured ring and out¬ 
side course greeted early exhibitors, who 
found the "big” hunter course only slightly 
changed from other years and the ''little” 
course for green horses made somewhat 
tougher with stiff, wingless fences of vari¬ 
ous types rather than the post-and-rails 
used heretofore. 

Bill’s Star, young hunter champion in 
three straight Virginia starts before this 
Maryland invasion, jogged into the ring for 
the first class, the model green, and immedi¬ 
ately established himself as the cream of 
the green crop. But before he received the 
blue, the judges had a difficult task in 
choosing 12 horses—six lightweights, from 
a group of more than 20, and six middle 
and heavyweights from approximately a 
dozen.

Mary Davy’s quiet 3-year-old, Clifton’s 
Champ, 1945 grand champion of the Mary¬ 
land Hunter Show, came back to the scene 
of his 2-year-old triumphs to follow closely 
behind Bill’s Star, his greatest rival all this 
season. Tradition was placed third, indicat¬ 
ing the trend of succeeding green classes. 

Dr. Wilmer C. Ensor’s good Bud Lerner 
mare, Off and On, not only won the brood¬ 
mares’ class but her bay colt by Count 
Morse also captured not only the crowd’s 
eye, but also the blue, among the foals. 
John T. Sadler, Jr.’s bay yearling, Furlough, 
by the Maryland sire Grey Coat out of the 
good jumping mare Toots, took the yearling 
class and was one of three Grey Coat young 
’uns that combined to win the get-of-sire. 
With Furlough were the Sadler-owned 
Tooten Em and Mrs. Frances Warfield 
Naylor’s ’Arris Tweed. 

Then began the bid for the Maryland 
hunter section championship, with this re¬ 
porter’s grey mare After Dark (also a Grey 
Coat) winning the first round, for Mary¬ 
land hunter hacks, over Captain Fritz and 
Howard O. Firor’s walk-trot-canter expert, 
Cherry Bounce. 

Ringsiders were slightly disappointed 
when only two stallions appeared for the 
stallion class, but nonetheless were eager 
for good looks at Sagamore Farm’s dark 
brown Impound, and James N. Barnes’ 
Morgil. Impound won the blue, and specta¬ 
tors were particularly fascinated by the 
"checkerboard” squares combed on his 
rump. 

By virtue of his string of victories in the 
3-year-old and suitable classes, Bill’s Star 
was the breeding section champion over 
Impound when all winners were called back 
into the ring. Then in the next class, the 
"big” model for conformation horses, the 
brown son of Bad Bill again was pinned on 
top—unusual for a 3-year-old among fully- 
developed older horses, but understandable 
because the division for stripped horses had 
the lightest entries of the show. 

Mr. Firor’s handsome Jitney Jingle was 
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second and Clean Sweep made his first bid 
for major honors by placing third. Grey 
Simon could do no better than sixth in this 
class. Captain Fritz’ stablemate, Danger 
Man, survived an 80-minute jump-off to 
win the warm-up over Ballantrae Farm’s 
Irish Lad from McLean, Va., and an import 
from Connecticut, Joey Ciancola’s Thistle 
Dew. 

Ann Ritter bush, of Spring Lake, N. J., 
was the winner over an excellent field of 
Maryland youngsters in the American 
Horse Shows Association Medal horseman¬ 
ship class, with Jerry Kolby second and 
Fritizie Burkhardt third. 

Jerry Kilby upheld Maryland honors in 
the working hunter horsemanship, with 
Billy Hoy second and Betsey Garrett third. 
Jerry later came back for his second tri¬ 
umph this year in the D. Sterett Gittings 
Horsemanship Class, in which earlier win¬ 
ners were allowed to compete because of 
the point battle for the championship. The 
medal itself actually went to the first non¬ 
winner this year to be in the ribbons—Miss 
Sally Price of Owings Mills. 

The first really exciting jumper class was 
the touch-and-out, when Comdr. Rives’ 
Chamorro made his first Maryland appear¬ 
ance a winning one. Far from being hand¬ 
some, Chamorro is a l()-year-old chestnut 
who has spent most of his life hunting 
across Virginia hills. Cappy Smith kept his 
eye on the gelding for years, certain he 
would make a jumper. Finally he persuaded 
the owners to sell, dubbed him Golden Boy 
—and promptly decided he was the best 
jumper since Cappy’s own Madison Square 
Garden champion. Bartender. "Maybe 
better,” Cappy says today. He freely pre¬ 
dicts that Chamorro (whose name was 
changed when he was sold in early August 
to Comdr. Rives) will be Garden champion 
this year, and certainly the ungainly geld¬ 
ing’s Maryland form indicated precisely 
that. 

Last class of the opening day was the 
hunters under saddle, a working hunter see¬ 
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tion event, which also went to After Dark. J 
Michael Wettach’s Athanael was second 
and Otis R. Dodson’s Tip Toe, also winner 
of the owner-rider earlier in the day, third. 

Saturday 

Ponies occupied the center of the stage 
during most of the day, with Kentucky 
Stables’ handsome little Thane of Wales 
jogging off with the model ponies’ small 
division; Miss Charlotte Noland’s Florian 
the middle division, and Teddy LeCarpen- 
tier’s personable chestnut, Easter Hal, be¬ 
ginning his winning ways at the show by 
taking the largest ponies model. Easter Hal 
also took the working hunter ponies, and 
went on during the long day of showing to 
win the pony championship over Mrs. W. 
Graham Boyce’s Honey Bee. 

Then came the green hunter hacks, and 
here Miss Davy and Clifton’s Champ, no 
doubt weary of seeing Bill’s Star’s heels in 
the line-up of winners, turned in a smooth 
round to take the blue over Captain Fritz 
and After Dark. It was in this class that

Kristi, mild-mannered daughter of the 
old jumping stallion Black Caddy, came out 
for a surprise victory in the $500 working 
hunter stake, turning back Jean Marshall’s 
Golden Gleam and Bugler. The Counsel- 
mans brought her to the show by trailer 
each day, a 2-hour trip, because "she likes 
to ride.” 

Chamorro jumped with typical verve to 
annex the $200 open jumper stake, with 
another Ciancola entry, Kan Dew, second 
and Jane C. Pohl’s former Army leaper, 
Fitzrada, third. Albert Torek’s Royal John, 
one of his Eastern Shore owner’s two good 
hunters, came through in top style for the 
blue and $200 in the $500 conformation 
stake, with Captain Fritz close behind and 
Clean Sweep third. Captain Fritz, never far 
out of the winning brackets, came back in 
the next class for the top award in the Mary¬ 
land open hunter over Clean Sweep, thus 
assuring the Haines entry of the Maryland 
tri-color. 

The next outing, the Master’s Class, was 
the high point of the show for many exhibi¬ 
tors and spectators. Everyone remembered 
the hectic cross-country chases of other years 
and looked forward to this one with under¬ 
standable eagerness. Dr. Edel, who led it 
himself in 1944, felt he couldn’t take time 
out for the job this year and asked Harry 
Newman, portly master of Ballantrae Farm, 
to lead the field. Mr. Newman, who has 
not hunted in many years, provided his 
field of a dozen with a good test of manners 
as he played follow-the-leader across the 
ring—but the spectators yearned to see 
jumping. 

Suddenly, Danny Shea, who had schooled 
a few horses during his recent Army career 
but hadn’t ridden cross-country in almost 
a decade, made a split-second decision. He 
hopped aboard Grey Simon, who was in 
the paddock awaiting the next class, and 
despite his conservative business suit and 
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Panama hat, led the field in real hunting 
style at a good gallop out of the ring, 
around the outside course, through the stiff 
in-and-out, and over a slanting Aiken fence, 
standing forbiddingly at 4-feet-3—back¬ 
ward! 

Close behind him in the role of first- 
flighter was L. H. Burton’s Chester, who 
was taking considerable hold but fencing 
strongly. The judges preferred his bold 
style to the smooth round turned in by Miss 
Bosley, in topper and shad-belly coat, on 
Bugler and placed Bugler third behind 
Chester and Kristi, who had hobbled badly 
over the Aiken. 

Grey Simon wound up his second day by 
adding to his point score for the conforma¬ 
tion crown by winning the open hunters, 
and then the reserve Maryland rosette was 
pinned in his bridle. 


Sunday 

The jumpers had another big inning as 
exhibitors, weary from the big Horse Show 
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Ball the night before at the Lord Baltimore 
Hotel, straggled back to Worthington 
Valley just in time for a noon class. Joey 
Ciancola’s Kan Dew this time was a clever 
winner over Edward A. Haeussler’s well- 
schooled fencer, Black Flier. 

Manager Joe McGuire, brought down 
from Connecticut to handle the show, said 
he thought the system of having horses 
complete the outside course without jump¬ 
ing back into the ring, as has been prac¬ 
ticed traditionally at the Maryland Hunter 
Show, was a tremendous help in speeding 
up the progress of the classes. The same 
principle was used in having hunters jump 
out of the ring when they completed 
Course A, over inside fences, and provided 
an extra fillip for spectators. 

Dr. and Mrs. Alvin I. Kay’s Washington- 
owned Smacko, an Army veteran who 
sometimes doesn’t hit his stride until the 
final stages of a three-day show, did pre¬ 
cisely that when he leaped to victory in 
the knockdown-and-out, with Gardner 
Hallman up. That other ex-GI horse, Fitz- 
rada, equally businesslike over his fences, 
was second with Miss Pohl riding. 

Setting a spanking pace, Grey Simon 
was an easy victor in the Corinthian, with 
Mrs. Edel giving him a cool-and-collected 
ride despite the 90-degree temperature and 
her heavyweight hunting garb. Flying King 
was second and Royal John third. 

Toughest hunter course seen in many a 
day was set up for the qualified handy 
hunters, also ridden with appointments. 
There was a square pen made of sheep 
hurdles, forming a big diagonal in-and-out, 
and then horses had to jump two other 
fences, gallop, pull up, walk to a small post- 
and-rail, gallop out over the outside course, 
crack hunting whips and finally bounce 
back into the ring over a white gate. 

Few got through the pen successfully, 
but Mr. Dodson and Cannabis were among 
those that did and won the blue. Second,

Five thousand spectators—largest crowd 
to witness a Washington area show in many 
a day—gathered at the Almas Temple 
Shrine Horse Show at Meadowbrook 
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Miss Debby Coady with C. C. Freeland's 
CLEAN SWEEP , which horse this rider has 
shown so successfully this season . 
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Saddle Club, Chevy Chase, on September 
22 to see Virginia horses turn back Mary¬ 
land entries for both hunter and jumper 
championships. A newcomer to the local 
show game, U. S. Randle’s chestnut light¬ 
weight, Randle’s Delight, came down from 
Warrenton and, with Cappy Smith riding, 
piled up 20 V 2 points for the hunter tri¬ 
color far ahead of Mr. and Mrs. Donald 
C. Bradley s veteran Maryland campaigner, 
Hy-Glo, who had 6 V 2 . 

The jumper division, too, went Virginia- 
ward as Jane Pohl’s Fitzrada, former Army 
jumping star, outpointed still another Free 
State hope, Mr. and Mrs. Samuel E. Bogley’s 
Ringmaster. Fitzrada had \2V 2 markers 
for his Leesburg owner to Ringmaster’s 8. 
Feature of the day was the skyscraper jump¬ 
ing contest, in which 20 entrants started 
over a single 5-foot fence, with three trys 
at each 6-inch increase in height. Object of 
the class was to tie or, if possible, to better 
the 7-foot local record set at the Columbus 
Horse Show four years ago. 

Although the Almas Temple fencers 
were game, they couldn’t quite make the 
grade when the top pole soared to the 7- 
foot level, when three survivors of the 90- 
minute contest tried and failed to clear it. 
The trio—Fitzrada, Ringmaster, and David 
Martin’s Cateer—split the $200 prize of¬ 
fered for first place and the committee 
promptly arranged for duplicate trophies. 
All three had shown great form at the 6- 
foot, 6-inch mark, and spectators were 
thrilled particularly by Fitzrada, who gal¬ 
loped into and over the tremendous pile of 
bars with hunter-like ease. 

Added highlight of the card was a cos¬ 
tume class, for which exhibitors spent many 
days in top-secret preparations.

The Editor's Saddle-Bag 

August 23. Drove down to Oxford, 
in Talbot County, this afternoon, to spend 
the night with the Paul Toreks, who have 
a fine farm down there on the river. To¬ 
morrow we have a task of judging the 
Camp Tred Avon Horse Show, which 
promises to be quite an affair. 

August 24. At Seaford, Delaware to¬ 
night, after a long day at the show. We 
drove over early this morning, joining our 
co-judge, Wilbur Hubbard, and a busy day 
we had, with all sorts of horses and riders 
participating. Miss Katherine Cowgill, of 
Easton, Paul Torek, the Burkes family and 
others got the affair up, with the idea of 
stimulating horse interest in shows on the 
Lower Eastern Shore. Judging from the dis¬ 
tance exhibitors travelled they must have 
done just that. An intriguing class was one 
for "Broodmares, suitable to produce a 
Pleasure Horse.” This one drew Thorough¬ 
breds, Standard-breds, Half-breds, Palo¬ 
minos, Saddle-breds, Tennessee Walking 
mares among others. The entries were 
judged in groups, and the best three finally 
picked, at least to the judges’ satisfaction, 
with the Saddle-bred mare on top. Drove 
over here after the show and a pleasant din¬ 
ner at St. Michaels. 

August 25. Home today, by way of 
Elkton, a long drive, but without the tedi- 
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ous wait on Maryland’s antiquated ferry 
system. 

August 27. To Baltimore, to the print¬ 
er’s then to the train for Woodstock, Ver¬ 
mont, where we will be judging the Trail 
Ride for the next few days. 

August 28. Arrived at White River 
Junction, Vt. about 5.00 A.M., being met 
by a couple of keen young trail riders in 
Marylin Johnson and Nancy Gillet, who 
drove us over to Woodstock, with day 
breaking as we arrived. This afternoon all 
entries have been carefully examined by 
the judges, Ed Bateman, of Texas, Earl 
Kranz and the writer, and the competent 
Veterinarian, Charlie Baker, of Montreal. 
Every bump and mark must be recorded 
before the ride starts. 

August 29. Up at 5.00 a.m. this morn¬ 
ing, checking the riders as they left the 
stables from 6.30 on. Today’s ride of 40 
miles was done in good weather, with all 
horses coming back in good shape. Horses 
were examined again tonight, after the 
usual banquet for the riders. 

August 30. A few horses—and riders 
—went out stiff this morning, and one or 
two have dropped out, but a surprising num¬ 
ber have finished the long day in fine shape 
and have attended the night’s carnival on 
the old village green of Woodstock. It is 
a long, tedious process, observing each and 
every horse and rider, for this ride is 
judged only on the condition of the horses, 
though separate awards are made for 
horsemanship. 

August 31. The ride finished at noon, 
with the contestants in fine shape, this hav¬ 
ing been an outstanding ride in that respect. 
This afternoon, after the judges had 
weighed all the angles and the placings were 
made, we attended the gymkhana on the 
old Billings’ estate, and then saw the awards 
made in the Trail Ride before checking out 
for St. Albans, Vt., up near the Canadian 
line, where we boarded the train for home. 
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September 1 . Got to Baltimore in good 
order by noon and immediately went out to 
Timonium where the draft horses were 
coming in for the Fair. 

September 2. Labor Day at Timonium, 
and what a day. The crowds were immense. 
The Percherons were judged in the new 
Show Ring near the midway, and a big 
crowd stayed around the ring all the time 
judging was going on. A fire at Timonium 
this afternoon slowed traffic on the York 
Road to a standstill. 

September 3. It was Belgian judging 
day today at Timonium, where a good 
crowd still seemed like nothing after yester¬ 
day. The Belgians here are a good lot, 
though not as many as they were before 
the war. 

September 4. This has been a long 
day, with the Clydesdale show this morn¬ 
ing, races this afternoon and the Pulling 
Contest tonight. There was great enthu¬ 
siasm everywhere about the pulling con¬ 
test, in which nine teams participated. 

September 5. Spent the forenoon 
judging a fine lot of Suffolks at the Fair, 
then home to take care of office details and 
back tonight for the heavyweight Pulling 
Contest, and what an affair it has been. The 
stands were filled tonight, and a grand 
show the big teams made. The two-ton 
team of J. H. Eccles, of Marianna, Pa. were 
the cynosure of all eyes. It looked as though 
we would have a new record for a while, 
but the team could not quite make it. 

September 6. At the Hunter Show 
today, where the Breeding Section occupied 
our attention as Steward. There were plenty 
of horses on hand, but crowd interest in 
the breeding classes, as usual, was light. 
Stayed at the show until mid-afternoon 
when duties at Timonium sent me back 
there. 

September 7. Went out to the show 
again this morning, to see the pony classes,
